* ged within any Limits of Places, Recicns, or Ages, 
‘ be confin d within the bounds of an Oration, or the 
Walls of rhis Temple? Yet were / not tco nar-

“ tinguilhed, or as much as could be letlened the Jmpi-

“ Countrey. ow averfe was fhe fiom the Severity of 
* former Times! which decreed the Dijenters, if not 
“ ty be extirminated by the Sword, yet te be Routed 
“ out by Excommnnications, and Macerated by Im- 
“ prilonments, Fines and Banifhment, for the only 
(uke oj their differing Difcipline ; free from all other 
“ the Les{t Stata or PeGilenee of Herefie or Falj? Do- 
“ Brine? And how earneftly has fae wifh’d in my 
“ hearing, coutinucs this Learned Author, (that faving 
“ tothe Church of England and the Bifhops, their An- 
“ cient Rights) there might be a moderate way found to 
“© confilidite the common Safety of Englaad, and the Us 
 niverfil Church, by the Union of all parties; all Offen- 
“ ces being removed , all. Animofity being laid afide , 
* all Pim being moderaved, and whatfoever on either 
‘© fide jxvoured too much of Humane Invention, being ut- 
© gerly rejeited. Thus far SPANHEIMTEUS, 
As to the Inference he draws. from thefe words of the 
QUEEN, ‘tis above our Sphere to meddle with 
it. We therefore refer our Reader to. the ORATION 
it felf: where hel find SPA NHEIMIUS 
( by Reafon of his frequent aecefS to the Queen, du- 
ting her Refidence ia Molland)' has communicated to 
the World /everal things relating to her /ate Majefty, 
not before made publick. 

Queft, 2, Vas Flambeau’s and Wax-Candles of  An- 
tient Le ia the Ceremonies of the Heathens? And 
fiom whence do you believe the Papifts received the Cu- 
(lomef ujing Lights im their Churches ? 

Anfw. Ferrart tells us, The Heathens ufed Torches 
and Lights at Noon Day in their Sacrifices ; and in 
the Myfteries of Ceres, where they celebrated the 
Enquiry which this Goddefs made after her Daughter, 
the Marriage of Proferpina, and the Return of her Mo- 
ther, with a great Number of Flambcau’s. They pla- 
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ced them alfo before the Statues of their Gods. And 
Ammiin Marcelinus relates, That one of the Famous 
lemplesof Apolo was burnt by the Negligence of the 
Philotopher Ajcleptades, who had left Wax Candles 
ourning betore a Statuetherein. But Flambeau’s were 
chiedy uted on their Feaft Days. Suetonius gives us am 
account, That Cafar, after his Triumph, afcended 
to the Capitol by Forty Elephants, which carried 4 
great Nuimber of Flambeau's. They placed them at 
Noon Day betore the Gates of their Houtes, where 
they celebrated any Feaft, either publick or pri- 
vate. 

Infamous places were known by the Candles 
which were placed at their entring ; front whence 
Jertuliin, in his Apology, laughing at the publick 
Mirth and Rejoicings of the Heathens, fays, Cur die 
heto laureis velles non aduribramus, nee lucernis diem ine 
fringimus ? Hionelta res eff, (clennitate publico exigente, 
iiducere domui tux haditun alicujus novi Lupainaris ? 
some have believed, however, that the Chriftians re- 
ceived this Cuftom of Lights trom the Heathens, 
Which the Papifts fill retain ; buc ethers think it to 
be trom the Jews, that they learnt to keep Candles 
burning intheirChurches.  /er/ius ipeaks ot this Cus 
ftom of the Jews, atter chis manner, 


Herodis venere dies, witk.cq; fenefiris 
Dikpopite pinguem Nebulam vomucre Lucerne, 


It feems this Poet called the Feaft of the Dedication 
of the Temple Aerodys dies, becaule Herod having re- 
built ic dedicated it anew. WHowever the Fews had 
at that time the Cuftom of keeping at their doorsa 
great Number of lighted Candles, and if we may be- 
lieve Seneca, they light them alfo on their Sabbath days, 
who in one of his letters {jcaks thus : Aceendere ali- 
quem lucernas fabbatis probibeamas, quoaiam nec lumine 
Ditegent, S ne homine quidem deleckantur fuligine. 

Queft. 3. How far did the benefits of our Saviours 
death Extend ? What 1s the method which God Almighty 
takes to Convert Man? Was he predeftinased from all Eter- 
nity to Happine/s, or Mifery ? 

Anjw. We might, ’tis true, give our opinion upon 
thefe queries, but as the refolving of ’em cou’d be of 
no ule, and at beft we cou’d hit of no more but un- 
certain guefles, we think it better omitted, and with 
perfons woud only apply themfelves to the obedience 
of the Gofpel, and not think of penetrating into the 
thoughts which God had of Man, before he Created 
him, or of knowing exaétly the manner whereby he 
touches the heart ot thofe he converts, we may be ab- 
folutely aflured we fhall obtain falvation, if we obey his 
Word, whether we knowthisornot. Befides, ic may 
be doubted, whether ‘tis poffible to tefolve all the difh- 
culties which too curious Enquiries may produce, and 
that we do not thereby caufe Schifms, in deciding 
things which are fo ob{cure and liable to difpute.
